nist Chinese delegate threw the 
first business session 
of Mos- 


cow's International Youth Fo- 
rum into pandemonium today 
with charges that it "reeks of 
an anti-China campaign," 


Boos, derisive whistles and 


catcalls interrupted a Chinese 
speaker when he denounced a 
report's criticism of the Chinese, 


A Chinese delegate seized the 


rostrum over protests from the 
chairman of the meeting of 
youth organizations from more 
than 120 countries. 


The Chinese was followed in 


quick succession by pro-Chinese 
speakers from North Korea and 
Indonesia. 


The controversial report was 


delivered by Benham Petros of 
Iraq, a member of the forum 
secretariat. 
He reported the 


Chinese had refused to attend 
preparatory meetings and later 
failed to give satisfactory an- 
swers to queries about their at- 
titude toward the meeting. "": 


A Chinese delegate demanded 


the floor on a point, of inforrna 
tion. Chairman Enoko Opili of 
Kenya quickly moved adoption 
of the report by a show, of 
hands, but the Chinese speaker 
launched into a vigorous denial 
of Petros' 
reproaches against 


the Peking delegates. 


"Some people are continuing 


to accuse us and mobilize pub- 
lic opinion against us," .he 
charged. He concluded with, 
demand that the 
conference 


leaders respect the "elemen 
tary principles of democracy at 
international conferences." 


Opili said he would pass the 


Chinese protest on to the forum 
presidium. When he finistux 
speaking, he glanced across the 
stage to find a Korean and his 
translator standing quietly be 
fore the microphone. 


The Korean criticized "the ab 


normal situation that has devel 
oped" at the' meeting. He ac 
cused Petros' report of "phrase 
monger ing" against the Chinese 
and demanded "The immediate 
reiect'on of accusations and at 
tacks that have taken place."

In 1957, at the recommendation of Governor Faubus, the Democratic Legislature 
increased this amount to $14,000,000.
